BRING A FRIEND TO CHURCH WITH 
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Cost of Living Affected 
LA F F-A -D A Y 


Congress m a y have pushed the cost of- 


living index down a few notches when it re* 
pealed the 8 per cent freight tax. 


This m a y be true even though Congress 


didn't touch the 
IO per cent passenger 
transportation tax, the one m ost persons 
would think of first in relation to the cost 
of living. 


A c tu a lly , repeal of the freight tax affects 
the cost of living much more. Almost ev­ 
erything people buy is transported a n d 
therefore has the tax tacked onto the cost 
somewhere along the line. 
There's some question as to whether this 
decrease in cost will be passed on to th# 
consumer. Mr*. Housewife m ay find h e r - 


self in the unhappy position of being t o l d 
that the cost of living is down. yet n o t 
finding any difference in her weekly house­ 
hold expenses. 
One other important group in the coun­ 
try might find the change a blessing that 
backfires. These are the 4 million worker* 
covered by “escalator clause ' union con­ 
tracts under which their wages go up twice 
as fast as the cost-of-living price index. 
Some economists have been predicting 
that lower food prices will come this sum­ 
mer and fall. This change, coupled with re­ 
peal of the freight tax, might knock the 
cost-of-living index down enough to bring 
microscopically low er wages for some of 
these worker*. 


Some Hopeful Economy Figures 


Forecasters concerned with the nations 
economy have a special interest in statis­ 


tics on contract awards for f u t u r e con­ 


struction. Because these figures are avail­ 


able months before they are reflected in 


employment and in earnings totals, they 
not only give the analyst 
knowledge of 
coming conditions in the construction field, 
but are also important indicators for de­ 
pendent industries and service trades. 
This is the reason why May figures for 
contract awards have infused a feeling of 
optimism among those with their fingers 
on the economic pulse. The F. W, Dodge 
Corp., which compiles such data reveals 
that construction contract awards in May 


totaled $3.4 billion, the highest 
for 
any­ 
one month in history. 
The figure represents a resurgence from 
a December, 1957, low. when the annual 
construction rate was $25.3 billion. May 
activity restored the rate to just under 540 
billion. While partly seasonal, this gain em ­ 
phasizes the importance of the role con­ 
struction can be expected to take in the 
economy in the months ahead. 
Some economists 
already 
have 
been 
saying, if h e s it a n t ly and tentatively, that 
business has turned the corner. Others 
have made fairly flat statements that this 
is so. The nation can take heart from the 
reassuring figures the construction indus­ 
try is supply mg.

But with the growing perplexity of modern 
warfare it turns out that not every Ameri­ 
can male is eq u a lly endowed by nature 
with what it takes to be a nuclear or space 
age a^e soldier. 
So tile earlier concept of equally shared 
foot slogging m isery gives w ay to the pres­ 
ent-day need for preserving the taxpayers’ 
investment in expensively trained military 
manpower.

The quality of two pewter pieces 
may seem the same, but the heav­ 
iness tells the story.

Satellite tracking is here to stay, 
and one of the first perm anent ob­ 
servation centers has been 
com ­ 
pleted here by U niversity of Mich­ 
igan engineering students to keep 
track of the objects man already 
has projected 
into 
the 
heavens 
and will continue to set in orbit. 
Although 
at 
present 
the 
new 
tracking 
station 
is 
the 
farthest 
north in the 
United 
States, 
the 
university’* scientists who 
super­ 
vised its construction predict that 
such observation points soon will 
be dotted throughout the country, 
all hooked into a network supply­ 
ing 
Washington 
with 
u p to th e ­ 
minute inform ation on traffic con­ 
ditions in outer space. 
None of the m ore powerful na­ 
tions of the world can afford in 
the future not to m aintain perpet­ 
ual alerts as to w hat satellites are 
in 
orbit 
and 
their 
routes 
The 
present “traffic” of three United 
States satellites will seem as light 
relatively as the frequency of ea r­ 
ly automobiles on the roads about 
the turn of the century, but 
the 
•nentista predict that 
it 
rapidly 
will 
become 
m o r e 
and 
more 
dense. 
As rockets continue 
to 
plunge 
Into outer space from the earth a 
aurface a certain am ount of satel­ 
lite “ junk" 
m ay 
accum ulate 
in 
the 
areas 
several 
hundreds 
of 
miles high, and it will be neces- 
■ary to keep track of these ob­ 
jects to avoid the 
possibility 
of 
collisions. 
Just as “ ham ” operators played 
auch an im portant part in the e a r­ 
ly days of the radio, the am ateur 
satellite spotters who 
first 
kept 
track of the Russian Sputniks and 
later Uncle Sam ’a pioneer entries 
in the satellite race will never be 
forgotten.

some of us were putting in from 
40 to GO hours a week in addition 
to going to classes.” 
The station consists basically of 
two large antennae 500 feet apart. 
Each antenna has a wood fram e, 
16 feet by 90 feet, covered with a 
wire screen. A senior from Saline, 
Mich., Bruce L. Parsons, directed 
the construction of 
the 
antenna 
system 
whose 
dim ensions 
were 
held to a m aximum erro r of only 
100th of a foot. 
Wire connect the 
antennae 
to 
e l e c t r i c a l instrum ents and a 
charting device inside 
a 
nearby 
building, which also contains some 
of the instrum entation for the uni­ 
versity's 28 foot radio telescope. 
Basic design for such stations, 
called a Mark ll M initrack,
